REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
claims an organic polymer based light-emitting device comprising an electron injecting 
layer and a hole injecting layer on opposite sides of an emissive layer wherein the 
emissive layer comprises at least one conjugated semiconducting polymer capable of 
fluorescent emission service as host to at least one admixed phosphorescent emitter 
capable of phosphorescent emission; and the emissive layer spans the visible spectrum to 
give white light emission. The closest prior art, D'Andrade et al., U.S. Patent Number 
7,009,338, teaches an organic light emitting device comprising an anode; a hole 
transporting layer; an emissive region; an electron transporting layer and a cathode 
wherein the emissive region is comprised of a host material and a plurality of emissive 
dopants with at least one dopant being a phosphorescent material. Additionally, 
DAndrade teaches that the light emitting device emits white light. Applicant has 
provided a declaration for the reduction of practice prior to the provisional application of 
the DAndrade paten'.
